Baroness’ Uncle Picks Up Cannon 


Cracker; Is 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEYMOUR, Ind., July 5.—Arthur Gran- 
ville Langham, fermer president of the 
Provident Life Association, prominent in 
finance, a social leader in Kentucky and 
Washington, and uncle of the Baroness 
von Sternberg, was killed last night by 
the explosion of a giant firecracker, 
which burst in his right hand. His hand 
was shattered, and Mr. Langham died 
without having regained consciousnesa. 

The accident was witnessed by mem- 
bers of a lawn party that had gathered 
at the home of Mr. Langham’s brother- 
in-law, John J. Peter. A cannon crack- 
er, thrown on the grass, had failed to 
explode at the expected time, and Mr. 
Langham picked it up. As he was ap- 
plying a match to the fuse the cracker 
exploded and Mr. Langham fell to the 
ground. 

Messages were sent to Louisville, 
where the Langhams live, and Dr. B. 
L. Pearce, with a nurse, started for 
this place in an automobile. After a 
mad race over the country roads and 
through the darkness, the doctor arrived 
in Seymour. He reached the Peter home 
an hour after Mr. Langham died. 

Figured in Insurance War. 

Mr. Langham was a member of the 
insurance firm of Barbee & Castle- 
man of Louisville. He attained national 
prominence in 1908 when he gained con- 
trol of the Provident Life Association.

at the Four Courts that Chief Creecy 
and Chief Smith have not worked in 
harmony for a long time. 

It also is believed that many of the 
complaints against the Police Depart- 
ment, which Gov. Hadley says he has 
received, were made by Jeptha D. 
Howe, the Republican boss. Howe has 
been complaining that certain houses 
on Lucas avenue enjoyed privileges of 
selling beer on Sunday that others did 
not have. Howe has been making 
threats for a long time to have these 
abuses, which he seemed to think im- 
portant, corrected. 

Creecy Charges Dereliction, 

Chief Creecy declared long ago that 
the detective department had failed to 
do its duty by not suppressing the Bot- 
toms gang, which terrorized neighbor- 
hoods east of Jefferson avenue. Chief 
Creecy said Smith’s men had not ar- 
rested thieves and known police char- 
acters as often as they should and 
that this laxity was responsible for the 
long life of the Bottoms gang. 

Smith declared his men had been at- 
tentive to their duties, but that they had 
been so closely engaged with other 
duties, they could not undertake to ex- 
terminate the Bottoms gang, a duty 
which he.held belonged to the un!formed 
police, who are under Creecy. 


Hadley Gets All Complaints, 
When the Bottoms gang shot Police- 


man Hutton in a lid-lifting-club where 
they congregated, there was almost an 
open rupture between Creecy and Smith. 
Chief Creecy sent two policemen to 
Springfield, Ill, to get Frank Hussey | 
and Charles H. Haughton, and said then 
that he did not want to take any 
chances with the Bottoms gang. In an’ 
interview he charged that Smith had 
not done his duty toward this gang, 

Smith and Creecy were both before 
the Police Board relative to this mat- 
ter, and each laid the blame upon the 
other. 

Chief Smith has éonducted his depart- 
ment without consulting with Chief 
Creecy, who is his superior officer.

The gunboat Huntress, which belongs 
to the Naval Reserves of St. Louis. 
came near being destroyed by real bul- 
lets from guns in the hands of real sol- 
diers Sunday afternoon. Lieutenant-

anchored the Huntress in the Mississip-. 
pi, almost in direct line of a target at 
which Battery A of the National Guard 
of Missouri was firing big guns. 
The bullets were whistling thick and 
fast around the boat, but the command- 
ing officers seemed to be unaware of 
their danger. Finally Lieut. Sanguinet 
of the Battery boarded a launch, sailed 
over to the Huntress and informed 
Lieut.

The whole force\and every member 
of it. are entitled. to protection from general, 
vague complaints and reflections based upon 
mere suspicion. It is unjust to the police force 
as a whole and as individuals to intimate that 
there is crookedness and incompetence without 
specific evidence or well-grounded charges. 
Nothing is more demoralizing than threats of 
upheaval and changes from those in authori- 
ty.

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PRACTICAL PEACE MOVEMENTS. 

Congressman Bartholdt who is a persistent 
and consistent supporter of the international 
peace movement, has outlined in a \congression- 
al resolution a plan by which the United States 
may take the leadership of the movement in 2 
practical, effective way. His resolution pro- 
vides for two commissions. One is to bring the 
negotiating nations of The Hague conference 
into agreement concerning the establishment of 
a permanent international court of arbitral 
justice. The other is to bring the powers to 
an agreement on the limitation of armaments. 

The Hague conference approved both of these 
measures but failed to establish a. satisfactory 
basis for putting them into effect. Both are 
highly desirable. These resolutions mean noth- 
ing except moral conviction. The conviction 
should be expressed in practical steps to ac- 
complish the desired ends. No more useful serv- 
ice could be contributed to the cause of peace 
than the actual achievement of these objects. 
Of course results depend upon the co-operative 
action of all the powers, but it is certain that 
action by the United States would be followed by 
other governments, The resolutions should be 
adopted and the commissioners appointed. We 
shall then have done our full duty in attempting 
to obtain effective results from the work of 
The Hague conference. We shall have assumed 
the honorable task of leadership in the peace 
movement.

7% per cent of the so-cglled engineers in every large 
city, and many of the. balance cannot calculate 
the ‘safe working pressure’ of a boiler in their 
charge the boiler insurance companies and tte city 
inspection departments of the various cities fur- 
nish men who are experts in this line and can figure 
it out to a pound or fraction thereof. After the in- 
spection of certain boilers, the inspector, finds, very 
often, after summing up all measurements « and 
Other data that the boiler will not stand as much 
pressure -per square inch as it would a year or so 
previously, so he reports to the owners and his 
superior just what pressure he will allow on this 
particular boiler and -what repairs are necessary to 
strengthen the boiler and allow the old pressure 
to be carried again. And right here is where the 
colossal ignorance of some engineers will manifest 
itself. In many cases he has never seén the inside 
of the boiler himself, and if you asked him for the 
dimensions of it he will not be able to name. over 
two, its diameter and length, still he will argue 
against a man who “does” know and will advise 
the owners not to pay any attention to the order, 
and if they happen to take his advice they are 
treading on dangerous ground and al] life and prop-. 
erty in the vicinity is In peril. Of course when the 
boiler insurance company find their instructions are 
not being carried out it simply cancels the policy 
on the boilers and their risk ends, but this precau- 
tion, however, does not strengthen the boiler any, 
and the danger still exists. So it seems to be up 
to the City Boiler Inspector to bring them to time 
if the boiler is in his jurisdiction. The ordinance 
of the City of St. Louls gives the Boller Inspector 
all kinds of power to force owners of boilers to 
comply with his orders in this respect, but still we 
have a case here in the city.. Sec. 2224 put a fine 
of $25 to $100 on owners of boilers for not having 
the city certificate of inspection displayed in a con- 
spichious place in engine or boiler room. Also sec. 
2225 says that any licensed engineer who does not 
notify the boiler inspector twice each year, in writ- 
ing, of the actual condition of boilers and apparatus 
in their charge, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be fined and forfeit his license. 
The Board of Engineers has power to insist that 
each engineer see that the city certificate of in- 
spection of his boilers, properly dated, is on the 


city ordinances: ‘Should the engineer operate the 
boiler without the city certificate displayed it shall 
be construed as a gross neglect of duty and a just 
cause for revoking his license.” In the case cited } 
the certificate is not in evidence, so far, and the 
pressure has not been reduced, and I may also add 
that the intelligent engineers of the city are watch- 
ing such cases as this, and they want the authori- 
ties to do thelr duty—more laws are not required, 
simply enforce those already on the books*and then | 
probably the House and Council will see their way | 
clear to allow that proposed salary raise from $1800 
to $3000. In any case do not delay until we have 
a repetition of the Scullin power house explosion 
several years back. I have no doubt that the Boller 
Inspector in charge at that time learned a whole 
lot concerning his duty, and incidentally a few of 
the ordinances governing his office, but he was un- 
fortunate in “getting busy” after all was over.

SIMPLE DISHES for SLIM PURSES 


More Information for Families

ELLIN DULING GANS tells in the 
N National Food Magazine how to 

} prepare some of the simple dishes 
which form a part of the menus sug- 
gested for families of four liviyng on 
7% cents a day. The menus were print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch last Saturday: 

SHORTCAKE. 

I use three pints of strawberries in the 
shortcake, the other pint I place in @ 
saucepan, add half a cup of sugar and 
cook slowly for 20 minutes. Then I turn 
them out into a jelly glass and put them 
in the icebox. This is my strawberry jam 
for Friday's breakfast. 

GOOSEBERRY DUMPLINGS. 

The gooseberry dumplings are pieces 
of pie crust five inches square. I place 
the gooseberries in the center of these 
squares, cover them with sugar and 
then fold the four corners toward the 
center, lapping them firmly. This used 
up one-half of my gooseberries. The 
other half I stewed and used for mak- 
ing the tarts for Thursday's dinner. 

KEY¥-HILLS. . 

These are triangular pieces of pile 

crust, fried in hot fat, drained and

sprinkled with cinnamon, and sugar. 
These were left over from ‘the goose- 
berry tarts. 


OATMEAL PUDDING. 


Made from a cup of rolled oats (eft 
over), one egg, one-half cup of sugar, 
one-half cup of sour milk, a few raisins, 
three tablespoons of flour, one-half tea- 
spoonful of soda and a pinch of salt. 
This was placed in a baking powder 
can and steamed one and one-half 
hours. It may be placed into four cups 
and steamed forty minutes, 


FLANK STEAK. 


Scored on both sides and covered on 
one side with a welli*seasoned bread- 
stuffing. Then it is rolled up and well 
skewered and roasted until tender. When 
the steak is well browned add to it a 
cup of boiling water and baste fre- 
quently. Cook the potatoes in the same 
pan and at the, same time as the steak. 
When done remove the steak from, the 
pan and thicken the liquor with a little 
flour.
